Constitutional Amendments. 


At the election this fall the peo- 
ple will be called upon to vote for 
or against the aduption of eleven 
proposed amendments to the State 
Constitution. This fact should 
never be lost sight of. Amending 
the fundamental law of the State 
is a serious question and of too 
much importance to the people to 
be overlooked or lightly consid- 
ered. It is important that the 
question be submitted in such 
shape that an honest expression of 
the popular will may be obtained. 
These proposed amendments will 
be printed on all the election bal- 
lots, and uniess care is taken hun- 
dreds of voters, inthe excitement 
of the moment, may be deceived 
into voting for or against one or 
all of the amendments without 
giving the subject a moments 
thonght, and in fact against their 
better judgment. In order to in- 
sure a fair expression of opinion 
the ballots should be printed in 
such manner that the voter shall 
be required to change his ballot in 
some way so rs to show definitely 
his opinion; or in case he fails to 
do so, that his vote shall not be 
counted. There are two safe ways 
by which this can be accomplished. 
Let the words “Yes” and “No” be 
printed after cach proposed amend- 
ment, as suggested by the Legie- 
lature, or-leave a blank: for the 
yoter to write the word “Yes” or 
“No,” as his judgment may dictate. 
If the word “Yes,” alone, or the 
word “No,” alone, be printed on 
the ticket, hundreds of them will 
be put into the box by uninter- 
ested, careless voters, and thus we 
shall obtain the judgment of the 
printer and not the voter. The 
printing of the tickets is generally 
under the supervision of the 
County Central Committees of the 
different parties. The public in- 
terest demands that they have the 
ballots so printed that an honest- 
expression of opinion can be had, 


and no voter deceived.

State Democratic. You know very 
well that I did all in my power to con- 
ciliate the Administration for the pur- 
pose of preventing hostile action 
against the citizens of Nevada. Per- 
haps I -did morein that direction than 
-I ought to have done, and subjected 
myself to criticiam. I supposed that 
my relations with the Interior Depart- 
ment were such as to enable me to 
represent the interests of Nevada in 
that Department without any suspicion 
of being actuated by partisan or im- 
proper motives, for I certainly had 
none. I know no difference between 
Republicans and Democrats in my 
State in any matter of business or in 
the equal administration of the laws. 

The first notice I had that the De- 
partment regarded me as an enemy 
was a scandalous publication in the 
New York Herald by Mr. Stockslager, 
Commissioner of the General Land 
Office. 

In 1866 Lhad the greatest struggle 
of my life to prevent the confiscation 
of the rights of miners by a sale of the 
mines at auction, bidders and pur- 
chasers to be protected by the army of 
the United States, but when the law 
was passed and the rights of miners 
confirmed, it was supposed that the 
right to mine carried with it the neces- 
sary incident to use wood for that -pur- 
pose. When Mr. Schurz was Secre- 
tary of the Interior he arrested a large 
number of miners for cutting wood and 
timber in the mining regions for min- 
ing purposes, and after full discussion 
in Congress, in which Mr. Sargent and 


following law was passed on June 3, 
1878: 


That all citizens of the United States 
and other , bona fide residents 
of the State of Colorado, or Nevada, or 
either of the Territories of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Utah, Wyoming, Dakota, 
Idaho, or Montana, and all other min- 
eral districts of the United States, shall 
be, and are hereby, authorized and 
permitted to fell and remove, for build- 
ing, agricultural, mining, or other 
domestic _purposes, any timber or 
other trees growing or being on the 
public lands, said lands being mineral, 
and not subject to entry under existing 
laws of the United States, except for 
mineral entry, in either of said States, 
Territories, or districts of which such 
citizens or persons may be at the time 
bona fide regidents, subject to such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary 
of the Interior may -prescribe for the 
protection of the timber and of the 
udergrowth growing upon such lands, 
and for other purposes: Provided, 
The provisions of this act shall not ex- 
tend to railroad cor tions. 

This law, you will observe, exressly 
authorizes. the cutting of timber for 
mining purposes in the mining regions. 
Soon after Mr. Haydon was appointed 
United State District Attorney he rec- 
commended that suite be brought 
against all persons who had cut timber 
for mining purposes out the 
eastern part of our State. His letter 
was kept secret until a ion of it was 
read in the House of Representatives 
on September Ist by one of the Demo- 
cratic leaders, Mr. of Missouri, 
in opposition to my amendment. The 
portion read appears in the Congres- 
sional Record of September 6th as 
follows : 

Reno, Nev., April 23, 1888. 

Dear Strs:—As the subject of this 
communication falls within scope of 
your circular of date May 7, 1886, to 
registers and receivers of United States 
land offices and special agents of Gen- 
eral Land Office, issued by honorable 
Commissioner and approved by honor- 
able Secretary, and is of importance to 
the Department as well as to the Gen- 
eral Land Office, I trust will prove a 
sufficient excuse for making this com- 
munication a joint one. As you are 
doubtless aware, I have been int- 
ed recently, and on the 4th instant 
qualified as Attorney for United States 
of the district of Nevada.

This information I have from a min- 
ing man, the president and superin- 
tendent of several mines in the imme- 
diate vicinity of this timber land. His 
motive, of course,is to preserve the tim- 
ber for the lawful purposes provided 
for by the Acts hoes referred to, 
namely, for purchase and for mining 
and domestic purposes, etc., as per- 
mitted by the Act. He is verified in 
his statements by the observation of 
the Marshal, Thomas E. Kelly, who 
has been very reeently, namely, with- 
in ten days or so last past; through 
this country. In fact, the same state 
of facts, of my own knowledge, will be 
found to exist in the vicinity of Austin, 
White Pine, Belmont, Pioche and 
every other large mining camp in this 
State, and througheat all the moun- 
tainous timbered regions of California 
where examples have not been made. 

I have no doubt that many thou- 
sand cords of wood could now be found 
and seized in various parts of the | 
State cut off of mineral land reserved 
from sale and public land not sold. I 
have no doubt this state of affairs will 
continue unless examples are made. 
I have no doubt large recoveries could 
be made from persons taken red- 
handed inthe act. I have no doubt 
the former register and receiver of the 
Eureka land office must have known 
or shut his eyes and ears to keep from 
knowing about this wholesale robbery 
of the timber of the United States out | 
in the eastern part of the State. There | 
is but little timber of any kind near | 
Carson, east of California State line, | 
except what was fairly purchased, or | 
at least pre-empted or purchased, by | 
men who appeared to have fairly pre- | 
empted or purchased such timber) 
bona fide.

To develop the amount of these tim- | 
ber spoliations, to recoup what can be 
done would require a smart, quick, 
active agent with largely developed 
detective facilities to go around these 
several mining districts and ascertain | 
approximately what amount of timber | 
or wood has beeh stolen, who stole it, 
what witnesses can prove it, and then, | 
like a thunderbolt, make or have mace | 
his arrests and seizures of wood and | 
timber remaining, and inaugurate suits | 
to recover values from all solvent per-
